SLOW JOURNEY OVER 
IN HEAVY CONVOY 


Arthur BLxb.v, -«on 0/ Mr. and Mrs. 
John D. Bixby, senior, of Covinn, has 
Inndcd in England with company C, 
316th licld signal battalion of the 91 st 
division. Bixby was formerly a news­ 
paper reporter, and came from Honolu­ 
lu to join the service, where he was 
•working on the Star-Bulletin. The bat­ 
talion was stationed at Camp Lewis, 
and sailed from the embarkation point 
to Camp Merritt, Xew Jersey. 
He 
says: 


England, July --, 1918. 


Dear Dad: 


We arc almost "over there" this 
•week, and have only a comparatively 
few more miles to go before our feet 
touch the soil of France. The battalion 
arrived safely at an English port after 
a monotonous 
voyage, 
lasting 
about 
twice as long as it takes to go by slow- 
boat from 
'Frisco to Honolulu. 
We 
never saw a submarine . . (censored). 
I cannot tell how many vessels there 
were in our fleet, but it was a mighty 
large and impressive armada. 
Owing 
to the danger from submarines w e had 
to sleep with all our clothes on and our 
life-preservers within arm's reach. The 
boat was very crowded, all troops sleep­ 
ing in hammocks in the 'tween decks, 
•which used to be the steerage or a car­ 
go hold. 


Our navy is playing an important 
part in convoying troop ships across. 
We were met by a fine, active lot of 
destroyers, British and American, when 
the worst of the danger zone was reach­ 
ed, and I tell you it looked mighty good 
to, sec our flag flying from the Yankee 
boats. 


So much for ths. voyage. Now for 
England. 


I have never seen a more beautiful 
example of parklike, fertile), 
rolling 
country than that portion of England 
•wo travelled through yesterday going 
from the port of debarkation to the 
Test camp. England is one big vege­ 
table garden—at least what Ave saw 
from the train. Every square foot, it 
seems, is planted to war gardons, and 
the potatoes are the best I have seen 
growing for a blue moon. 
All other 
garden stuff does wonderfully well, and 
cvn the vacant lots in all the cities we 
passed through were covered with fine 
crops of spuds, onions, beets, tomatoes. 
Alongside the railway, garden 
plots 
_took the place of weeds you would see 
along V. 8. lines. 


We were given a most hearty wel­ 
come by everyone along the line, and 
I could not help but notice the absence 
of young men everywhere. Women and 
girls waved. American flags at us from 
factory windows and homes, little chil­ 
dren shouted a welcome everywhere, 
and a general feeling 
of 
gratitude 
seemed to prevail among the people. 
We are hero to win the war, and they 
seem to realize i t and are thankful 
that their sacrifices have not been in 
Vain. 


As I -write, aeroplanes arc 
flying 
overhead as student aviators put the 
big machines through their paces. The 
day is cold and windy. Sleet fell a fow 
minutes ago. The view from camp is 
wonderful, and I san see for miles over 
the most lovely specimens of English 
landscape. . . . (censored).

A paragraph 
from his letter has a very significant 
ring. 


" I advise you to plant all the food 
products you can. You don't 
know 
what I have seen. In the name of God, 
plant all you can.'' 


Grijalva says that on July 28 he 
atended mass in a church that is 600 
years old. Every day requiem masses 
arc said for those who die at the front. 
The walls are covered with wreathes, 
and the names of the soldiers of the 
parish, who have died are printed on 
the walls. 


GEORGE SEMXiER WRITES 


FROM SOUTH CAROLINA 


A cheerful letter, full of punch and 
pep, has been received by Knights of 
Pythias friends and others from George 
C. Semler, who is in regiment 4, com­ 
pany 3, section 2, at the United States 
naval station, Charleston, South Caro­ 
lina. He left here a few weeks ago. In 
a letter to Harry Westthrope, he speaks 
of appreciating the Southern Califor­ 
nia climate better since he got away 
from it. The first night he slept in a 
hammock he fell out of it, and he de­ 
scribes the sensations in his own pecul­ 
iar style. He likes the life fine. There 
is no question about his making good 
in this line of the service. 


ELDER LARICK RESTS 


AFTER 
LONG LIFE 


A large number of 
relatives and 
Brethren church friends were in at­ 
tendance on the funeral of the vener­ 
able Henry Larick on Tuesday of this 
week. Rev. George Chemberlen, pastor 
of the church, officiated, and the body 
was laid at rest in Oakdale cemetery. 
He was very well known in this vicin­ 
ity, where he had many friends' and rel­ 
atives. 


Elder Henry Larick was born Sep­ 
tember 13, 1844, in Crawford county. 
Ohio. He moved to Iowa when a young 
man, and was murried to Sarah Ham- 
merston in Iowa in October, 18(i5. Of 
this marriage thero were seven children, 
four boys and three girls. One girl died 
at the age of nine years. Both he and 
his wife became members of the Breth­ 
ren church forty-five yeaTs ago, and he 
was a preacher in the church for several 
years. His first wife died in 1907. He 
married Jennie Clarke in 1909, who died 
in 1911. Since that time he has made 
his home with his son. He died in Rai­ 
sin, Cal., Aug. 23. 


In a letter received this week, he 
said: 


July 
, 1918, in France. 


This is Monday morning and the sun 
is shining just like California, although 
day before yesterday, in England, it 
was cloudy, windy and cold. I am at 
a rest camp at a French port to which 
we came from a rest camp in England. 
We landed in England at a vory famous 
city, some distance up a very famous 
river. 


Neither at the English camp or here 
have we been allowed to go outside the 
camp or talk to the people. This is be­ 
cause we are still in transit, I suppose. 
At this camp all we can do is to go up 
to the barb-wire fence and talk to the 
kiddies and girls who go by. 


At this stage of the letter I was in­ 
terrupted 
by 
being handed 
a letter 
I wrote to Dad while at the English 
camp. It failed to get by the censor. 
Too much news in it, I guess. 


This French camp is located in a 
flat country at the edge of a city. It is 
all enclosed in barb wire fences, and 
the facilities for washing clothes and 
bathing are nowhere as good as they 
were at Camp Lewis. The houses sur­ 
rounding the post are of medieval de­ 
sign, very old and built without any 
idea of convenience or sanitation. Each 
street seems to have a community hy­ 
drant from which everyone draws drink­ 
ing water. There may be taps in the 
louses of the better class. I don't know 


All the little kids crowd up to the 
fence at meal time and beg us for scraps 
of food. They scramble for even a 
piece of cheese or a bit of hardtack. 
All 'France is on rations now, and a 
lovely, frail little Frenchwoman who 
was out walking with her mother and 
her little baby (she married a Canadian 
two years ago), told us they are allowed 
only one pound of sugar a month for 
the three of them. 


While we were talking with her a 
handsome young Frenchman came by, 
piloted by a girl. He wore black glasses

In one of these statements Mr. Wal­ 
cott says: 


Even now I find It hard to describe 
In comprehensible ferms the mind of 
official Germany, which dominates and 
jphapes all German thought and action. 
Yet it Is as hard, as clear-cut, as real 
as any material thing, 
I saw It in 
Poland, I saw the same thing In Bel- 
glum, I heard of It In Serbia and Rou- 
manla. 
For weeks It was always be­ 
fore me, always the same. 
Officers 
talked freely, frankly, directly. 
All 
the staff officers have the same view. 


Let me try to tell It, as General von 
Kries told me, In Poland, In the midst 
of a dying nation. 
Germany Is des­ 
tined to rule the world, or at least a 
great part of it. 
The German people 
are so much human material for build­ 
ing the German state, other people do 
not connt. 
All is for the glory and 
might of the German state. The lives 
of human beings are to be conserved 
only If it makes for the stats's ad­ 
vancement, their lives are to be sacri­ 
ficed If it is to the state's advantage. 
The state is all, the people are noth­ 
ing. 


Conquered people signify little lot 
the German account. 
Life, liberty^ 
happiness, human sentiment, 
family 
ties, grace and generous impulse, these 
have no place beside the one concern, 
the greatness of the German state. 


Starvation must excite no pity; sym­ 
pathy must not be allowed, if it ham­ 
pers the main design of 
promoting 
Germany's ends. 


"Starvation is here," said General 
von Kries. 
"Candidly, we would like 
to see It relieved; we fear our soldiers 
may be unfavorably affected by the 
! things that they see. 
But since It is 
here, starvation must serve our pur­ 
pose. 
So we set It to work for Ger­ 
many. 
By starvation we can accom 
piisll ID two or three years In East 
Poland more than we have In West 
Poland, which Is East Prussia, in the 
last hundred years. 
With that 
in 
view, we propose to turn this force to 
our advantage. 


"This country Is meant for' Ger­ 
many," continued the keeper of" serv­ 
ing Poland. 
"It Is a rich alluvial 
country which Germany has needed 
for some generations. 
We propose to 
remove the able-bodied working Poles 
from this country. 
It leaves It open 
for the Inflow of German working peo­ 
ple as fast as we can spare them. 
They will occupy it and work it." 


Then with a cunning smile, "Can't 
you see how It works out? By and by 
we shall give back freedom to Poland. 
When that happens Poland will appear 
automatically B S a German province." 


In Belgium, General 
von 
Blsslng 
told me exuetly the same thing. 
"If 
the relief of Belgium breaks down we 
<*ftn force the industrial population In­ 
to' Germany through starvation and 
colOuize other 
Belgians In Mesopo­ 
tamia where we have planned large 
irrigation works; Germans will then 
overrun' Belgium. Then when the war 
is over and freedom Is given back to 
Belgium, i t will be a German Belgium 
that is restored. 
Belgium will be a 
German province and we have' Ant' 
werp—which ftrwhut we are afte*;"'

GETTING A REAL JOB. 


It is entirely probable that every 
rnp.u between eighteen and forty-five in 
the United States, besides being asked 
to register with the local draft board, 
will also be subject to instructions to 
change his occupation if he is working 
in what the government believes to be 
a non-essential position. 


In fact, this is a"£ least the second 
must important reason why the regis­ 
tration" has been decided upon. It is 
not expected that more than a million 
actual soldiers will be obtained from 
the huge registration of thirteen or 
fourteen millions, for the physical dis­ 
ability and dependency exemptions will 
be very large. Large numbers of men 
•will bo drafted and placed in nonconi- 
batant positions in the United States 
and'also -with the expeditionary forces. 
But those who are not drafted, includ­ 
ing those with physical disabilities and 
dependencies, will undoubtedly be giv­ 
en the opportunity to get into work 
-with essential industries. There is every 
indication that this is to be compul­ 
sory; 


This will mean that women must take 
the places of men in clerkships, office 
positions, as solicitors, and the men 
will get out and harvest crops, or en­ 
gage'in the heavier work where labor 
is short.

There were hundreds of French veter­ 
ans of '71 who aided in stopping the 
Hun hordes in that first memorable 
battle of the Marne. 


The fires of youth may grow fainter, 
but the spirit flames brighter with the 
years.,; There can be no death for that 
man or that country that lives for hon­ 
or and truth and justice. There was but 
one fault with the preparation of the 
Hun for this war., 
:He forgot that God 
lives, and that Ha will repay.

It is announced in the morning pa­ 
pers this week that "some military 
officials" are predicting that the war 
will be over,.in a year. The vagueness 
of the-announcement stamps it as value­ 
less, of course. And any military offi­ 
cial who would openly put his name to 
such a statement would be guilty of a 
most unmilitary act. 


We ajl remember the ball game, here 
and there, -where the crowd started 
down oat of the bleachers in the last 
half of the ..eighth, when one team had 
a lead of several runs. It has happened 
in such cases that the bases would fill 
up and someone would hit the ball a 
mile, and the game would result in a 
struggle of eleven innings. 


Because of the terrible drubbing that 
the world has received in this war, 
there are few people ready to make 
any predictions as to the length of the 
-war, and there are no predictions com­ 
ing from the men who are in high and 
anxious places. The war will be over 
when the world has been made again 
a decent place to live in. In fact, a 
more decent place to live in than before 
the war. Those are the aims of the 
allies and of America.

Covina should bo the com­ 
missary for all this outlying territory 
of the valley, and it will be, to a very 
much larger extent than now, provid­ 
ing that the merchants all make an in­ 
telligent and consistent effort to keep 
the goods the people want, and will let 
the people know about it.

German 
arms. 
Mr. Walcott served with Mr. 
Hoover on the Belgium relief commis­ 
sion when this nation was attempt­ 
ing to feed the starving civilian pop­ 
ulation of Belgium, Poland and north­ 
ern France. 
In his address he had 
pictured such conditions as he said he 
could not believe unless he had seen 
the situation through and through, and 
had lived with it for weeks. 
He 
showed these terrible conditions to be 
the result of deliberate plans on the 
part of official Germany, and in sum­ 
ming up he snid: 


"Such is the German mind as it 
was disclosed to me in several weeks' 
contact with 
officers 
of the staff. 
Treaties are scraps of paper, if they 
hinder German alms. 
Treachery is 
condoned and praised, if It falls in 
with German interest. 
Men, lands, 
countries are German prizes. Popula­ 
tions are to be destroyed or enslaved 
so Germany may gain. 
Women are 
Germany's prey, children are spoils of 
war. God gave Germany the Hotaen- 
zollern and together they are destined 
to rule Europe and, eventually, the 
world—thus reasons the kaiser. 
(,, 


"Coolly, deliberately, officers of the 
German staff, permeated, by this mon­ 
strous philosophy, discuss the dena­ 
tionalization of peoples, the destruc^ 
tlon of nations,-the undoing of other 
civilizations, for Germany's account. 


"In all the world such a thing has 
never been. 
The human mind has 
never conceived the like. Even among 
barbarians, the thing would be Incred­ 
ible. 
The mind can scarcely grasp 
the fact that these things are pro­ 
posed and done by a modern govern­ 
ment professedly a Christian govern­ 
ment in the family of civilized na­ 
tions. 


"This system has got to be rooted 
out. 
If It takes everything in the 
world, if it takes everyone of us, this 
abomination must be overthrown, 
if 
must be ended or the world is not 
worth living in. No matter how long 
It takes, no matter how much it costs, 
we must endure to the end with agon­ 
ized France, with Imperiled Britain, 
with shattered Belgium, with shaken 
Russia. 


"We must hope that Germany will 
have a new birth as Russia is being re­ 
born. 
We must pray, as we fight 
against the evil that Is in Germany, 
that the good which Is in Germany 
may somehow prevail. We must trust 
that in the end a Germany really great 
with the strength of a wonderful race 
may find its place as one of the broth­ 
erhood of nations in the new world 
that is to be. 


"The responsibility of success or 
failure rests now upon our shoulders; 
the eyes of the world are anxiously 
watching us. Are we going to be able 
to rise to the emergency, throw off our 
Inefficiency, and prove that democracy 
Is safe for the world?" 


In the above statement Mr. Wal­ 
cott has described a condition that 
must be changed If America, If the 
world, Is to remain a "fit place to 
live in." 
And the only way by which 
this change can be effected Is the de­ 
feat of German arms in this war. 
Nothing good, nothing but evil, can 
come out of Germany, so long as the 
German people are controlled by a 
military autocracy, and the German 
people cannot be made to realize this 
until this autocracy Is crushed. 
The 
spirit of militarism that has made of 
the Germans a robber and a murder 
nation must be utterly crushed If the 
world is to remain free, and to accom­ 
plish this those of us who cannot fight 
in France must lend our support to 
our men who are fighting for us. 


FLIER IS MADE CHEVALIER 


Guynemer's Friend and Pupil Has 
Seven Victories te His 
Credit 


Paris.—Sous-Lieutenant 
Bozon-Ver» 
durax, recently made a chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor, following his 
seventh officially recorded aerial vic­ 
tory, was the intimate friend and pupil 
of Guynemer. 


Be accompanied Guynemer Septem­ 
ber 11, 1917, when the latter met his 
fate. 
His one thought since. It Is as­ 
serted, has been to avenge the great 
ace. 
One of the new chevalier's feats 
was to shoot down three planes in four 
hours. 
He was a cavalryman until 
transferred to the air service.

844,600,000 Pound*. 


Conservation measures applied by 
the American people enabled the Unit­ 
ed States to ship to the Allied peoples 
and to our own forces overseas 141,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and 844,600,- 
000 nounds of meat during the past 
year, valued In all at 11,400,000,000. 
This was accomplished In the fdee of a 
serious food shortage In this country, 
bespeaking the wholebeartedness and 
patriotism with wbirjt the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 


Food Administrator Hoover, In a let­ 
ter to President Wilson, explains how 
the situation was m e t The voluntary 
conservation program fostered by the 
Food Administration enabled the piling 
np of the millions of bushels of wheat 
during 1017-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1017-18. 


The total value of all food ship­ 
ments to Allied destinations amounted 
to $1,400,000,000, all thiB food being 
bought 
through or In collaboration 
with the Food Administration. 
These 
figures are all based on official reports 
and represent food exports for the 
harvest year that closed June 30, 1918. 


The shipments of meats and fats 
(Including meat products, dairy prod­ 
ucts, vegetable oils, etc.,) to Allied des­ 
tinations were as follows:

Our slaughterable animals at the be­ 
ginning of the Jast fiscal year were not 
appreciably larger than the year be­ 
fore and particularly In hogs; they 
were probably less.

The full effect of these efforts began 
to bear their best results In the last 
half of the fiscal year, when the ex*

In the same 
platoon 
with

Clarke i s Sergeant Ralph Smith, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. D. Smith, formerly 
of Charter Oak. The division was con­ 
voyed heavily, and was transported on 
thirteen of the largest vessels now in 
the 
American 
service. 
This 
division 
contains the old 
regiments 
formerly 
known 
as the California 
Seventh of 
Southern California, the Second of Sac­ 
ramento, and the Fifth of San Fran­ 
cisco, now. known as the 158th, 159th, 
and 160th, United States infantry. 
A 
very large number of the privates of 
the old regiments went across some time
